Nothing, however, can he more fallacious 
than such a belief. 
It must be evident to 
every judicotis and reflecting iniml, that a 
clone and imperiious coat of whitewash, I 
or indeed, of any matter on the bark of a 
tree, must necessarily exert a very decided 
and injurious effect. 
W e might as 
well 


paint and varnish the skins of our domestic 
animals, as to coat, iu this way, the limbs 
of our trees. 
T here is an analogy between I 
the two so far as the offices of the skin and j 
bark arc concerned. 
Both serve as a pro- ; 
tcction to the body, preventing external m-j 
jury, and graduating the wonderful econo- j 
my o f absorption an d |ier*))irxti«m through j 
their p*>res. 
As the fkm is the s*eueral ¡ 
covering of the body, so D the hark the ! 


general covering 
of the trunk ; and the 
stopping or retardation of these phenomena 
necessarily produce disease and ultimate 
death. 
A writer in one of tli^ a *ricu!tur.vl piil»- 
licatious o f the day, who seems to have Í 
awarded no small share of attention to this 
subject, in remarking upon it says :— 
“ A lye o f wood-ashes, or waiter in which 
potash is dissolved, (which is the same sub­ 
stance,) will doubtless he as effectual in ! 
destroying moss, lice, &¿c., as lime ; they 
are both alkalies, ami w ill have sim ilar bene­ 
ficial effects; but as to injurious effects, 
nene probably will be produced from the 
lye. 
Soap suds is an excellent wash for fruit 
trees, of al! kinds. 
It cleanses the Dark, j 
stim ulates the functions of the tree, and 
promotes, rapidly, the general health.

to unseasonable and improper management \ 
m sowing, and to other circumstance* at­ 
tending their vegetation, as to the hod quali­ 


ty oft lie seeds. 
T h e fres lies t seeds of some I 
kinds often fail to vegetate, irom different 
causes. 
W hen sown too early, while the 
ground is cold and wet, they are frequently 
chilled and rot before sprouting ; or if sow n 
deep, thev are likely to r o t ; or if sown too 
shallow iu a dry time* they may lie dried 
up and killed by the hot sun after they have 
sprouted, or have not had sufficient moist­ 
ure to swell 
them. 
T h e 
kinds 
which 
vegetate well, are frequently destroyed by 
insects before, or very soon after, they ap­ 
pear above ground. T h e first care in sowing 
sceus should be, to select the proper season 
and state oí the earth, and then to place 
them just so far beneath the surface of the 
soil as to secure them a proper supply of 
moisture. 
In general, seeds require more 
or less depth, according to their size. 
T h e , 
smallest seeds should he sown very shallow 
iu fine earth, and pressed or rolled down ; 
and if the beds are covered with a mat, or 
otherwise shaded, they will sprout sooner 
and with more certainty. Soaking in warm 
water, ami rolling the ground after stowing, 
very much hasten the vegetation oi such 
seeds as are ot a hard, dry nature. 
It is «always safest to [wove seeds l>efore 
sow ing a large quantity, which may be done 
by si.wing a few in a flmver-pot, and k eep -¡ 
ing warm and m oist; or by putting the 
seuds between two turfs, placed in the! 
chimney corner, and occasionally moist­ 
ened with warm water.
